The  Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  that  for  last  year  (19.0)  but 
is  slightly  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  Death  Rate  is  also  lower  than  in  1937  (11.2)  and 
lower  than  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  similarly  compares 
favourably  with  the  figure  for  1937  (49.3)  and  only  very  rarely 
has  a more  satisfactory  figure  been  recorded  in  the  past. 

It  can  again  be  said  that  the  three  rates  for  1938  compare 
well  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  as  shown 
below  : —

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT 

CHILE  INDUSTRIES 

A list  of  the  principal  industries  of  the  town  is  again  given 
for  purposes  of  reference  : — 

Manufacture  of  Drugs  and  Chemicals;  Telephones,  Boilers  and  Radiators, 
Light  Metal  Sundries;  Hosiery,  Lace,  Corsets;  Mercerising  and  Dyeing; 
Embroidery;  Creosoting  Railway  Sleepers;  Railway  Work  and  Road  Trans- 
port; Upholstery;  Pencil  Manufacture;  Brickmaking;  Joinery  and  Horti- 
cultural Building  Manufacture;  Dairying  and  Agriculture.  Iron  Works  and 
a Colliery,  both  situated  just  outside  the  boundary,  also  provide  employment 
for  a number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District.  At  Chilwell,  the  Ordnance 
Depot  has  been  rapidly  developed  for  Army  mechanization  purposes.

Approximately  two-thirds  of  those  on  the  Register  referred 
to  immediately  above  live  in  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  Urban 
District. 


It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  numbers  of 
unemployed,  more  marked  on  the  Beeston  than  the  Stapleford 
side  of  the  District  as  compared  with  last  year. 

There  are  less  than  a dozen  unemployed  juveniles  in  the 
whole  area. 


SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  facilities  available  remain  as  stated  in  previous 
reports,  and  are  summarised  below  : — 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis, 
Enteric ' Fever  (blood  and  faeces),  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  Venereal  Disease, 
Pneumonia,  Dysentery  and  Complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
may  be  sent  for  examination  at  the  Nottingham  City  Laboratory  free  of 
charge  to  the  patient,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  County  Council  or,  in 
Pneumonia  and  in  Pregnancy  and  Puerperal  cases,  by  the  Beeston  and 
Stapleford  Council. 


The  examination  available  in  the  case  of  Pneumonia  includes  the 
determination  of  the  type  of  organism  present.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

For  Non-Inf ectious,  Accident  and  Maternity  Cases 

The  Council  own  two  ambulances  which,  stationed  at 
Beeston,  adequately  serve  the  whole  district. 


During  the  year  2,035  cases  were  removed,  including  157 
accidents,  the  total  mileage  covered  being  26,026. 


Necessitous  cases  are  dealt  with  free  of  charge. 

For  Infectious  Cases 

It  has  become  necessary  frequently  to  send  patients  to 
isolation  hospitals  situated  at  a considerable  distance,  and  the 
ambulance  charges  have  formed  a costly  item.  Accord- 
ingly, the  Council  have  decided  to  recondition  a Ford 
ambulance  in  their  possession,  and  all  infectious  cases  are  now 
conveyed  in  this  vehicle  except  where  transport  is  provided 
by  the  hospital  free  of  charge.  This  service  commenced  on 
September  2nd.  and  the  number  of  patients  so  conveyed  has 
been  96,  with  a total  mileage  of  3,632.

(b)  Infectious  Diseases 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 

In  view  of  the  serious  nature  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  as  affecting  young  children,  the  Council  undertake  to 
engage  a nurse  or  nurses  to  carry  out  the  home  nursing  of 
cases  of  these  diseases  in  severe  epidemics ; such  provision  was 
not  necessary  during  1938. 

I find  no  reason  to  alter  the  opinion  previously  expressed 
that  in  many  cases  and  with  simple  precautions  these  diseases 
could  be  very  suitably  attended  by  the  District  Nurses  by  ar- 
rangement with  the  Local  Authority. 

Pneumonia 

The  Council  provides  nursing  facilities  for  necessitous 
cases  of  Pneumonia  which  are  not  suitable  for  transport  to 
hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  past  year  home  nursing  was  provided  by  the 
Council  for  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurring  at  one  house, 
for  which  hospital  accommodation  was  not  available,  and 
part-time  nursing  for  another  Scarlet  Fever  patient,  with  com- 
plications, who  also  remained  at  home. 

Now  that  the  removal  of  infectious  patients  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  a nurse 
residing  in  the  district,  who  is  available  at  very  short  notice, 
to  accompany  them  to  hospital.

HOSPITALS 

VOLUNTARY 

The  District  remains  well  served  by  the  General  Hospital, 
the  Women’s  Hospital,  the  Children’s  Hospital  and  the  Eye 
Infirmary,  all  in  Nottingham. 

FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  increasingly  inadequate  system  whereby  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  are  sent  to  hos- 
pitals administered  by  other  Local  Authorities,  unfortunately 
remains  in  force.  The  distances  involved  are  sometimes  great, 
and  admission  is  dependent  upon  the  needs  of  the  District 
owning  the  Hospital. 

The  proposed  Central  Hospital,  to  be  erected  and  main- 
tained by  a joint  committee  representing  the  Nottinghamshire 
authorities  now  without  adequate  hospital  accommodation, 
was  referred  to  in  my  last  report.  It  is  hoped  that  building 
will  commence  at  about  the  end  of  the  current  year  on  a site  of 
thirteen  acres  near  Farnsfield. 

The  Rushcliffe  (Small-pox)  Hospital  at  Hucknall,  owned 
and  maintained  jointly  by  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford,  Arnold, 
Carlton  and  Hucknall  Urban  District  Councils,  has  long  been 
disused  and  cannot  now  be  regarded  as  adequate  or  suitable 
for  its  purpose.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  plan  to  erect  a new 
hospital  on  another  site  will  come  to  early  fruition. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  the  Ransom  Sana- 
torium, at  Rainworth,  which  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council.  Twenty-two  cases  were  admitted  from  the  Beeston 
and  Stapleford  Area  during  1938. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES 

MEDICAL  SUPERVISION  OF  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS 

The  number  of  women  taking  advantage  of  the  Council’s 
scheme  has  shown  a further  very  marked  increase,  332  having 
been  ante-natally  examined  by  their  own  doctors  (as  compared 
with  166  last  year).  That  number,  together  with  the  cases 
examined  at  the  Council’s  Clinics,  represents  55  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  of  births  (live  and  still)  notified. 

CONSULTANTS' 

The  services  of  consultant  obstetricians  were  provided  at 
the  request  of  private  medical  practitioners  in  two  cases. 
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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND 
CHILDREN 

Maternity  Hospital  Accommodation 

Further  very  considerable  efforts  have  been  made  by  the 
Council  to  obtain  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  approval  of  the 
proposal  to  establish  a Maternity  Home  within  the  Urban 
District  for  normal  cases;  these  efforts  are  continuing. 

Meanwhile,  the  number  of  women  sent  by  the  Local 
Authority  to  maternity  wards  of  County  Hospitals,  by  arrange- 
men  with  the  County  Council,  is  growing,  the  number  in  1938 
having  been  36,  classified  as  under  : —

The  total  number  of  admissions  in  1937  was  25. 

In  addition,  the  Council  continues  to  make  a special  con- 
tribution to  the  funds  of  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital  in 
connection  with  the  facilities  that  institution  provides  for  the 
treatment  of  the  complications  of  maternity. 

The  Council’s  ambulances  are  available  for  the  conveyance 
of  women  to  hospital  in  such  cases. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA  . 

The  District  has  been  remarkable  for  its  very  low  (often 
nil)  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  a number  of  years.  During 
the  year  , under  review,  however,  there  were  two  deaths  con- 
sequent upon  pregnancy  and  child  birth.  Even  so,  the  rate 
of  2.8  (deaths  per  1,000  live  births)  compares  favourably  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (3.1). 

1938  was  the  first  full  year  during  which  Pueperal  Fever 
was  no  longer  a Notifiable  Disease,  all  the  cases  being  now 
included  under  the  term  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  The-  six  cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  during  the  year  gave  a rate  of  8.0 
per  1,000  total  births,  the  number  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole  being  14.4. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  year : — 
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CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

The  number  of  persons  who  were  registered  as  receiving 
children  for  reward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  six  and 
the  number  of  children  also  six.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
numbers  were  the  same. 

The  condition  and  environment  of  these  children,  when 
visited  by  Nurse  Rose  and  Nurse  Hall,  in  the  capacity  of  Child 
Life  Protection  Visitors,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  through- 
out the  year. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  increasing  numbers  attending, 
an  extra  session  is  now  held  weekly  at  Beeston,  on  Friday 
afternoons,  with  Dr.  McKinna  in  attendance.

ENLARGEMENT  OF  THE  BEESTON  CENTRE 

The  extension  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Dovecote 
Lane  was  completed  in  September,  1938.  The  space  available 
in  the  waiting  room,  weighing  room  and  doctor’s  room  has 
been  greatly  increased  and  a health  visitor’s  office  has  been 
provided.  These  alterations  very  markedly  facilitate  the 
work  of  the  Centre  and  add  to  its  amenities. 

Also,  a further  extension,  comprising  a dentist’s  room  and 
waiting,  ablution  and  nurses’  rooms,  has  been  added,  this 
part  of  the  building  being  rented  from  the  Urban  District 
Council  by  the  County  Council,  to  be  used  primarily  for  the 
dental  treatment  of  school  children. 

CHILWELL  CENTRE 

The  first  full  year’s  working  of  the  Centre  at  the  Chilwell 
Ordnance  Depot,  provided  and  equipped  by  the  Army 
authorities  and  staffed  by  Dr.  McKinna  and  the  Beeston  Health 
Visitors,  has  now  been  completed,  and  it  can  be  said  that  this 
Centre  is  fulfilling  its  purpose  most  admirably. 
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AURAL  CLINIC 

198  attendances  were  made  by  101  children,  of  whom  60 
were  operated  upon  for  unhealthy  tonsils  or  for  adenoids  or, 
more  commonly,  for  both. 

It  is  certain  that  a vast  amount  of  deafness  and  other 
chronic  ear,  nose,  throat  and  bronchial  trouble  and  general  ill- 
health  are  prevented  by  the  attention  given  at  this  clinic  to 
children  at  an  early  age. 

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  TREATMENT 

470  exposures  were  given  to  54  children  at  the  Beeston 
Centre  during  the  year.  Most  of  the  children  receiving  treat- 
ment were  suffering  from  Rickets ; some  convalescents  were 
given  tonic  courses  and,  in  addition,  many  children  were 
irradiated  as  a preliminary  to  operations  for  tonsils  and 
adenoids.  Excellent  results  were  obtained. 

A new  lamp  has  been  installed  at  this  Centre  which  en- 
ables a number  of  children  to  be  treated  at  once.  The  old 
lamp  is  also  available  for  the  time  being. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  radiation  treatment  has  been  com- 
menced at  the  Stapleford  Centre,  where  an  apparatus  of  an 
excellent  (single-patient)  type  was  fitted  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

VOLUNTARY  HELPERS 

It  is  again  a pleasure,  on  behalf  of  all  who  work  and 
attend  at  the  three  centres,  to  thank  the  voluntary  helpers  for 
their  services,  unsparingly  given,  which  add  so  much  to  the 
comfort  of  the  mothers  and  children.

Last  year,  in  all,  14,642  pints  of  liquid  milk  were  supplied 
to  126  families  and  8471bs.  of  dried  milk  to  63  families.  It  will 
be  seen  that  there  has  again  been  a considerable  increase  in  the 
amount  supplied.

In  addition,  very  large  amounts  of  dried  milk  and  other 
preparations,  e.g.,  malt  and  cod  liver  oil,  continue  to  be  sold 
at  a fraction  over  cost  price  to  those  attending  at  the  Centres. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

Provision  was  made  for  out-patient  treatment  at  the  Clinic 
of  the  Cripples’  Guild,  in  Nottingham,  of  55  young  children, 
who  made  419  attendances;  splints,  X-ray  examinations,  etc., 
were  provided  when  necessary.  This  shows  a great  increase 
for  the  year. 

Two  patients  were  sent  to  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  treatment  being  wholly 
borne  by  the  Council  in  one  case  and  almost  entirely  so  in 
the  other. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

During  the  year  18  expectant  mothers  and  77  young 
children  were  rendered  dentally  fit  as  the  result  of  treatment 
received  under  the  Council’s  scheme.  1 1 of  the  women  patients 
were  fitted  with  double  dentures.  Although  it  is  important 
that  dental  sepsis  should  be  eliminated  as  a preliminary  to 
child-birth,  it  is  often  difficult  or  impossible  to  convince 
women  of  this  fact. 

OPHTHALMIC  TREATMENT 

Out-patient  treatment  at  the  Nottingham  Eye  Infirmary 
was  provided  for  24  young  children  who  made  90  attendances. 
The  services  of  an  ophthalmic  surgeon  are  available  for  the 
examination  of  a patient  suffering  from  Albuminuria  of 
Pregnancy  when  desired  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  charge 
of  the  case.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER 

The  developed  portions  of  the  area  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Nottingham  Corporation  mains,  and  that  this  is  of 
excellent  quality  has  been  borne  out  by  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  of  two  samples  taken  within  the  Urban 
District. 

The  quantity  is  sufficient  for  domestic  and  industrial  pur- 
poses and  the  re-laying  of  a considerable  portion  of  main  to  a 
larger  size  has  improved  the  pressure  for  fire-fighting  purposes 
on  the  lower  side  of  Beeston. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewage  Disposal.  The  sewage  of  the  District,  as  stated 
in  previous  Reports,  is  treated  at  three  main  outfalls,  and  the 
present  position  with  regard  to  them  is  summarised  below  : — 

(1)  Beeston.  (Sewage  from  Beeston  with  parts  of  Bramcote  and 
Nottingham).  These  works  have  been  overloaded  owing  to  residential  and 
industrial  developments,  but  extensions  comprising  additional  settling  tanks, 
humus  tanks,  lime  mixing  tank  and  filter  beds,  with  new  and  additional 
facilities  for  dealing  with  trade  waste  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

(2)  Stapleford.  (Sewage  from  Stapleford,  Sandiacre  and  parts  of 
Bramcote  and  Trowell).  The  effluents  have  been  satisfactory  although 
the  farm  is  undoubtedly  overloaded  and  this  is  being  aggravated  by  the 
closet  conversion  scheme  which  progressed  rapidly  during  the  year.  The 
Joint  Committee  who  manage  the  sewage  farm  are  considering  a scheme 
to  overcome  this  difficulty. 

(3)  Toton.  These  works,  controlled  by  the  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council,  receive  sewage  from  Chilwell,  Toton  and  part  of  Bramcote 
by  agreement. 

Extension  and  Improvement  of  Sewerage 

New  Sewers  were  laid  in  connection  with  the  estates  being 
developed  in  various  parts  of  the  District  during  the  year. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  connection  with  a 
ditch  and  a water  course  which  were  sources  of  nuisance ; both 
matters  were  remedied. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  conversion  of  pail  and  waste  water  closets  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  whereby  half  the  cost  is  met  by  the 
Council,  was  instituted  during  the  year,  and  447  pail  closets 
and  60  waste  water  closets  were  so  converted.  There  remained 
at  the  end  of  1938  approximately  365  pail  closets  and  a few 
waste  water  closets  with  one  or  two.  privy  middens;  included  in 
these  are  a number  of  pail  closets  at  houses  which  are  to  be 
demolished  and  also  about  30  pail  closets  which  it  will  be 
impossible  to  convert  owing  to  lack  of  sewer  facilities. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  refuse  collection  in  the  whole  of  the  area  is  under- 
taken by  the  Council  on  a weekly  basis,  whilst  trade  and 
offensive  refuse  is  collected  by  arrangement  as  often  as 
necessary. 
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The  extensions  to  the  destructor  plant  at  Beeston  were 
completed  during  the  year,  thus  enabling  the  Council  to  deal 
with  the  refuse  from  Stapleford  by  incineration  and  discon- 
tinue the  tipping  formerly  carried  out  there.  This  is  a great 
improvement  as  the  tipping  had  become  a source  of  nuisance 
to  the  tenants  living  in  the  vicinity  and  complaints  about  it 
were  frequent.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

25  observations  were  made  and  in  the  few  cases  where 
the  bye-law  standard  was  exceeded,  verbal  or  written  repre- 
sentations were  made  with  satisfactory  results.  The  problem 
has  again  not  been  a serious  one  during  the  year. 

BATHING  FACILITIES 

The  open  air  bath  at  the  Beeston  Canal  near  the  River 
Trent  is  open  daily  from  May  to  September.  The  bath  is  not 
the  property  of  the  Council,  but  accommodation  is  provided 
by  them  for  adults  and  children  of  both  sexes  and  a caretaker 
is  constantly  in  attendance.  The  continuous  flow  from  the 
river  keeps  the  water  renewed;  and  action  was  taken  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  an  offensive  ditch  which  affected 
the  condition  of  this  bath. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  question  of  providing  covered 
swimming  baths  is  being  considered. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

The  following  action  was  taken  during  the  year  with 
respect  to  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs  from  dwelling  houses.

Methods  of  disinfestation  are  : ( 1 ) the  use  of  an  insecticide 

(Zaldecide)  which  is  sprayed,  and  (2)  fumigation,  if  neces- 
sary, by  sulphur,  extremely  good  results  being  obtained.  In 
serious  cases  skirtings,  picture  rails,  architraves,  etc.,  are 
removed.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Action  is  also  taken  when  tenants  are  removed  from  in- 
fested houses  into  Council  houses,  their  furniture  and  bedding 
being  sprayed  and  the  latter  steam  disinfested  in  bad  cases. 

They  are  advised  also  upon  methods  of,  keeping  their  houses 
free  from  vermin  and  arare-visited  at  intervals. 

RATS  AND  MICE 

Visits  numbering  163  were  made  during  the  year  to 
premises  infested  with  rats,  and  advice  was  given  and  poison 
laid  in  the  majority  of  cases.  Measures  of  ratproofing  were 
carried  out  in  10  instances  and  extensive  baiting  of  the  sewers 
was  carried  out  in  the  autumn. 

SCHOOLS 

All  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District  are  pro- 
vided with  water  from  the  main  supply,  and  it  is  impressed 
upon  the  Head  Teachers  and  the  Education  Authority  whenever 
possible  that  the  use  of  cups  should  be  discontinued  and  the 
provision  of  drinking  jets  be  made.  The  sanitary  conditions 
are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  and  all  schools  are  on  the  water 
carriage  system. 

The  action  taken  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease  in  schools  has  been  indicated  in  previous  reports  : — 

On  receipt  of  a notification  that  a school  child  is  suffering  from  an 
infectious  disease,  the  Head  Teacher  is  informed  and  is  on  the  look-out  for 
other  children  with  suspicious  symptoms.  The  exclusion  of  children  from 
school  and  the  action  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  is  in  accordance 
with  the  Memorandum  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Board  of  Education  on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion  from,  School,  in  1927. 
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When  Diphtheria  occurs  in  a school  child,  swabs  are  taken 
not  only  from  the  contacts  in  the  family  circle  but  also  from 
selected  contacts  at  school. 

During  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  in  schools, 
absentees  are  followed  up  by  the  Council’s  officials  and  fresh 
cases  (e.g.  of  Diphtheria)  have  been  detected  in  this  manner. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS 

This  subject  again  received  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  Council  during  the  year.  The  schemes  for  providing  further 
facilities  at  Stapleford,  Toton,  Chilwell  and  the  Rylands, 
together  with  the  enlargement  of  the  Beeston  Fields  ground 
and  the  development  of  the  land  at  Bramcote  were  advanced.

Plants  licensed  for  pasteurisation  of  milk  within  the 
District  now  number  two,  and  accurate  registering  and  record- 
ing thermometers  are  incorporated  in  both  plants.  In  the 
larger  of  these  plants,  reconstruction  took  place  during  the 
year  and  it  is  now  virtually  a new  installation  of  the  latest 
type. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  and 
examined  bacteriologically  and  all  these  proved  to  be  satis- 
factory. In  two  instances,  however,  pasteurised  milk  submitted 
to  the  Phosphatase  Test  showed  under-pasteurisation,  but  this 
matter  was  quickly  re-adjusted  by  the  dairyman  concerned. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 
Slaughterhouses 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  remains  at 
14,  13  being  registered  and  one  licensed  annually.  During  the 
year  old  and  very  unsatisfactory  registered  premises  were  given 
up  in  consideration  of  the  Council  licensing  a building  which 
was  equipped  in  a very  satisfactory  manner  as  a slaughterhouse. 
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30  Inspections  of  slaughterhouse  premises  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  24  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  observed 
and  remedied. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933 

Four  applications  were  received  for  licences  under  the 
above  Act  and  in  each  case  they  were  granted,  bringing  the 
total  number  of  licensed  slaughtermen  up  to  41. 

In  two  instances  it  was  found  that  animals  were  being 
slaughtered  without  previously  being  stunned  by  mechanically 
operated  instruments,  and  upon  notices  being  given  this  action 
ceased.

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FOODSHOPS 


Regular  inspections  are  made  of  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles 
where,  or  upon  which,  food  is  prepared  or  exposed  for  sale ; 
477  such  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  and 
51  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  and  remedied.  During 
the  course  of  these  inspections,  certain  foodstuffs  found  to  be 
unsound  were  condemned  (Chilled  Beef,  151  lbs.;  Lamb,  10 
lbs.;  Lambs’  livers,  20  lbs.;  Bacon,  14  lbs.;  damsons,  37  tins; 
a total  of  269  lbs.). 


CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD 
Such  work  of  this  kind  as  is  necessary  is  carried  out  for 
the  Council  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Nottingham  City  Analyst 
(Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.).  During  the  past  year  a 
tin  of  peas,  said  to  have  caused  violent  illness,  was  examined, 
but  nothing  of  a harmful  nature  could  be  found.  Samples  of 
small  leaden  figures,  coated  with  a pigment  containing  the  same 
metal,  which  were  put  up  for  sale  as  cake  decorations  were  also 
submitted  for  examination  and  the  shop-keeper  concerned  im- 
mediately withdrew  them  from  sale  upon  learning  that  harmful 
results  could  arise  from  their  use  as  such. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1S28 
Mr.  E.  Templeman,  Chief  Inspector,  has  kindly  furnished 
me  with  details  of  the  administration  of  the  above  act  by  the 
County  Council  in  this  Area  during  the  year. 

101  samples  of  foods  and  drugs  (of  which  64  were  milk)  were  examined 
by  the  Public  Analyst.  All  were  genuine  except  two  samples,  of  milk  which 
contained  small  percentages  of  added  water,  the  vendors  being  cautioned 
in  each  case.  Four  samples  of  spirits  were  tested  by  the  Inspector  and 
found  correct.  52  samples  of  milk  were  examined  in  connection  with  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)'  Order,  1936,  of  which  all  but  seven  complied 
with  the  requirements. 


Of  additional  informal  samples  of  milk  tested  by  the  Inspectors,  using  the 
“ Gerber  ” method,  161  were  correct  and  8 incorrect. 


NUTRITION:  DISSEMINATION  OF  KNOWLEDGE 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  Clinics  to  give  informal  talks  to  those  attending  at 
the  Centres,  and  the  importance  of  adequate  nutrition, 
especially  for  children,  is  included  as  a subject  for  discussion 
under  this  scheme.  The  subject  also  received  attention  in  the 
recent  Health  Education  Campaign  (1937-38).  and  is  con- 
stantly recurring  in  the  advice  given  by  Health  Visitors  to 
mothers.

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NOTES  ON  INDIVIDUAL  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Diphtheria.  The  number  of  cases,  65,  is  larger  than  for 
any  recent  year,  but  the  combined  total  for  the  Beeston  and 
Stapleford  Districts  in  1930  was  67,  when  the  population  was 
much  smaller  than  now.  The  distribution  among  the  sub- 
divisions of  the  District  in  1938  was  as  follows  : — 

Stapleford  . . 37 

Beeston  . . 19 

Bramcote  . . 5 

Chilwell  . . 4 

Total  . . 65 

The  greatest  prevalence  was  in  September,  October  and 
November,  during  which  three  months  48  cases  occurred.  The 
patients  were  mostly  school  children,  66  per  cent,  of  the  total 
cases  having  been  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Of  the  65  cases,  16  were  detected  by  swabbing  contacts  or 
suspects  at  large. 

51  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  hospital.  3 Deaths 
occurred. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  prompt  administration  of  the  serum  which 
is  so  essential  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease,  the  Council  supply  it  free 
of  charge  and,  in  the  case  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  have  undertaken 
similarly  to  provide  the  material  necessary  for  artificial  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  systematic  immunisation  of  all  the 
susceptible  children  in  the  District  is  much  to  be  desired.  That 
would  in  the  first  place,  however,  be  an  undertaking  of  con- 
siderable magnitude  and  one  in  which,  when  a suitable  oppor- 
tunity occurs,  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council  would 
be  greatly  appreciated.  If  that  body  could  accept  responsibility 
for  the  children  of  school  age,  the  Local  Authority  should  be 
able  to  deal  with  those  of  the  pre-school  period. 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  for  the  year  is  the 
largest  recorded  but,  fortunately,  one  is  again  able  to  say  that 
the  disease  has  been  of  a mild  type  and  caused  no  deaths. 
More  than  half  of  the  patients  were  between  five  and  ten  years 
of  age.  The  distribution  throughout  the  District  was  as 
follows  : —

Total  . . 210 

The  greatest  incidence  was  in  March  and  April,  but  the 
prevalence  was  fairly  high  throughout  the  year.  109  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital. 

Serum  is  available  free  of  charge  for  use  in  the  diseases  due  to 
streptococcal  infection  when  the  medical  practitioners  in  charge  consider 
it  necessary.  This  group  includes  Scarlet  Fever,  some  cases  of  sore  throat 
without  a rash,  most  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  also  Erysipelas. 
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Enteric  Group.  The  one  case  notified  was  due  to  infection 
with  the  Paratyphoid  B organism,  the  patient  probably  having 
contracted  the  disease  while  staying  in  Lincolnshire.  Recovery 
took  place. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  Co-incident  with  the 
epidemic  widespread  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  a small 
but  anxiety-provoking  outbreak  commenced  in  August  and 
continued  until  November.  There  were  four  cases  (all  in 
Beeston  and  at  ages  varying  from  3 to  26  years)  and  three 
deaths  occurred.  As  was  the  experience  throughout  the 
country  generally,  respiratory  failure  was  a prominent  feature 
and  it  caused  two  of  the  deaths. 

Among  the  steps  taken  to  counter  the  outbreak,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  the  precautions  advisable  for  limiting  the 
spread  of  infection  were  advertised,  serum  was  provided  free 
of  charge  for  the  preventive  inoculation  of  familial  contacts, 
the  services  of  a consultant  physician  were  rendered  available 
and  a contribution  was  made  to  the  funds  of  the  Nottingham 
General  Hospital  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  an  “ iron 
lung.” 

Meningococcal  Meningitis  (Cerebro-spinal  Fever) . The 
two  cases  notified  (ages  1 1 months  and  9 years)  recovered,  but 
one  additional  case,  not  notified  during  life,  died.  All  were 
treated  in  hospital,  although  great  difficulty  is  often 
encountered  in  securing  the  admission  of  such  cases. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Influenza.  An  epidemic  commenced  in  December.  The 
disease,  although  very  prevalent,  was  not  severe  and  only  two 
deaths  were  attributed  to  it  during  the  year. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  21  cases  of  Measles  and 
99  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported  by  the  Health  Visitors. 
The  former  accounted  for  no  deaths,  and  the  latter  for  three. 
The  hospitalisation  of  severe  cases  of  these  diseases  still 
presents  great  difficulty;  in  one  instance  (Whooping  Cough) 
it  was  possible  to  arrange  for  treatment  at  a County  Institution. 

The  intimations  received  from  the  Heads  of  Schools  are 
useful  in  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  prevalence  of  non- 
notifiable  acute  infectious  disorders. 

OTHER  DISEASES 

Cancer.  The  number  of  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tions was  1.3  as  compared  with  1.4  last  year  and  1.7  the  year 
before. 

Of  50  deaths,  males  contributed  26  and  females  24.  The 
organ  most  commonly  affected  in  men  was  the  stomach  and 
in  women  the  large  intestine. 

The  Council  continue1  <-o  subscribe  to  the  funds  of  the 
Radium  Institute  at  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital. 
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Rheumatism  Clinic.  Miss  E.  M:.  Armitage  has  again 
kindly  supplied  me  with  a report  on  this  work  which  is  carried 
on  by  the  Beeston  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  in 
conjunction  with  the  Local  Authority  : — 

The  Red  Cross  Rheumatic  Clinic  was  open  as  usual  from  October  to 
May,  giving  treatments  on  Tuesday  evenings  and  Saturday  afternoons. 
Patients  were  sent  by  all  the  Doctors  in  Beeston,  who  kept  in  touch  with 
their  patients  during  the  period  of  disability. 

The  additional  room  in  the  Welfare  Centre,  which  was  available  for 
the  Rheumatic  Clinic,  made  the  treatment  time  a great  deal  more  pleasant 
for  the  patients,  masseuses,  and  Red  Cross  nurses,  who  all  appreciated  the 
extra  space  in  the  charming  addition  to  the  building. 

The  treatment  given  included  Diathermy,  Galvanism,  Faradism  and 
Sinusoidal  Electric  Treatment,  and  also  Infra-Red,  Radiant  Heat  and 
Massage.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  from  the 
previous  year,  1,133  attendances  being  registered,  and  2,546  treatments 
given  during  the  season.  The  results  on  the  whole  were  very  satisfactory 
and  the  patients  very  appreciative. 

Three  Chartered  Masseuses  were  on  duty  at  the  Clinic  throughout  the 
season,  and  the  Red  Cross  Commandants  and  nurses  continued  to  give  their 
assistance  in  spite  of  extra  duties  in  connection  with  training  for  Hospital 
work,  in  case  of  National  emergency. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  District  had  its  share  in  the  National  Campaign  to 
encourage  the  wider  use  of  the  Health  Services,  which  extended 
from  October,  1937,  to  March,  1938. 

The  publicity  material  consisted  of  posters  for  outdoor  and  indoor  display, 
cards  for  shops,  traffic  cards  for  vehicles,  folders  for  distribution  through  the 
schools,  and  so  forth.  In  November  and  December  there  was  concentration 
upon  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  In  January  on  School  Health  Services, 
in  February  on  Services  for  Adults  and  Adolescents,  in  particular  those 
relating  to  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases,  while  March  was  devoted 
to  Physical  Training  and  Recreation. 

Later  in  the  year,  the  Council  co-operated  with  the  British 
Social  Hygiene  Council  and  the  County  Health  and  Education 
Authorities  in  connection  with  a course  of  lectures  on  Sex 
Hygiene. 

In  concluding,  I wish  again  to  express  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  they  have  given  me  throughout  the  year.  I have 
pleasure,  also,  in  acknowledging  the  great  help  Mr.  A.  E. 
Thompson,  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector,  has  afforded  me 
in  compiling  this,  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report;  the  sections 
dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  the 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  are  almost  entirely  from 
his  pen.  In  addition,  I have  been  very  materially  assisted  in 
collecting  the  necessary  data  by  Nurse  Rose  and  Nurse  Hall, 
the  Health  Visitors  in  charge  of  the  two  centres,  and  by  Mr. 
S.  A.  Kay,  the  Housing  Inspector.  To  these  and  to  my  other 
colleagues  I offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  very  ready  co- 
operation in  a great  variety  of  ways.
